Conrbon Company Wil Fuarnish the
Fuel—-Other Sulyjrots of Import-
nnoe Diseussed — Kxonerated
Miss Wickham Entirely.

There wera four mombors
avenlng nt the meeting of the s“chool board,
held for the purpose of making another
atiempt to award the contract for furnishing
the conl supply for the public schoals during
the present winter, Waite nnd Stacy were
the abwent membors,

Huuter ‘moved that the contruct beo
awirded o the Carbon  Conl  company.
President Wells ruled that a second was

nnneceasary, nod A vota was taken resulting
ns follows: Yens, Walls and Hunter, nuys,
senoentgen and Shubert.

Hunter then sugpested that the basement
of the Hill school be Hlled with ¢onl, s the
cold wenther wus drawing on, nnd when tho
hill beciumoe coversd with suow and lee it
would bo next to impossible to hoave any conl
delivered, Wells  nsiea what price  he
wis paying for conl mow. Hunter roplled
thav tie was buying the foel of the Curbon
Conl company with the understanding that if
the conteact should be finally pwarded to
that compuny it should all be pot in st the
price pumed in the bid, namely, €140, If,
however, the contract should be awarded to
somo other irm the board would have to pay
for it at regulay retail prices, which fluctu-
Ate somewhiat, but avernpgoe ubout §L6H,.

Schaenigen thought there was no hurry
about fAlhing the Hill school basement, and
made s motion to adjourn until Snturday
evening. The voro on this resulted in n tie na
bofore, Mchorntgen and Shuabert voting in

faver afd Hunter and Wells  against

Wells  then called  Shubert  to tho
chalr and made  some remarks,  in
vhileh  he treuted  the members of the

boaed in general to 4 ot roast for ncting liko
uvergrown schoolnoys, meeting und ndjourn-
ing timoe after time, urable to sottlo o little
vonl matter that ougnt to ba settied by any
business wan in five minutes.  He read clip-
pings from several papers by which be tried
to show that n conl famine wos imminent,
wnd he thought the matter oughe to be set-
tled at onee,

Wells had just opened o package containe.
Ing two clear boxes fllod with the two kinds
of zoal under discussion, and etinllenged the
members of the board to toll which was the
better, when Stacy rushed in véry much oot
of breath and took his seat. Wells moved
ngain that the contract be awdrded to the
Carvon Coal company. Hontor showed a
letter by which he showed that the actual
cost of the conl which waa delivered by the
Carbon compnny at &£L40 was £L156, and he
thought the bosrd was gotting a rare bar-
enin.  Heoalso tntimatea thar Mr. Wallace, if
awunrdea the contraet, would not be able to
furnish the coul ns wgresd, on sccount of the
rise in price,

Schoenteen retorted that Wallace's word
wis ns good as Chicke's, and if he agreod to
furnish the conl at that ficure ho would do
it. Stacy said he hod made an  investigution

storehouses or warehouses in the state of
Nobraskou,

“The different teats made by Tuwr Berin
the city of the Tavk Lina's olls represeut a
Nash test of from 54 to 6, when tho facts
that all teats pre identically the same, render-
ing it impossible for this varinnce of figures,
nnd proviong that the partics muaking said
tests areincompetent il they weroe made by
the cup authorlzed by the lnws'tf the state of
Noebroska,  All the oils  of the Tank
Line oare from & to 41 deogrecs above
the requirements of the law, which 1s 100
flnsh, Tupe Bre's quotations of the laws are
nlso erroncous, Tur Ber claiming that tho
original law was 110, which spould mean 110
fire tost.
